BELCHERTOWN -— Along 
with other municipalities in the 
state, Belchertown announced 
a state of emergency due to 
COVID-19 last week. 

The Belchertown selectboard 
declared the town took the action 
“proactively and not in response 
to any confirmed or presumptive 
positive cases of COVID-19 in the 
community,” according to a press 
release. 

“This declaration will allow 
town officials to more efficiently 


respond to emergency situations, 
deficit spending if necessary and 
file for reimbursement if state or 
federal funds become available,” 
according to the letter. 

Based on orders from Governor 
Baker and advice from our local 
public 

Health Director, all town build- 
ings will be closed to the general 
public until April 6. 

In a letter sent to residents, it 
was announced the town offices 
shut down to the public “limit-

Governor 
issues stay- 
at-home 
notice 


BOSTON - Governor 
Charlie Baker issued an emer- 
gency order requiring all busi- 
nesses and organizations that 
do not provide “COVID-19 
Essential Services” to close 
their physical workplaces and 
facilities to workers, customers 
and the public as of Tuesday, 
March 24 at 12 p.m. until 
Tuesday, April 7 at 12 p.m.. 
These businesses are encour- 
aged to continue operations 
remotely. 

The Baker-Polito 
Administration issued a list 
of designated businesses and 
other organizations that pro- 
vide essential services and 
workforces related to COVID- 
19 that shall continue to oper- 
ate brick and mortar facilities 
during this two-week time 
period.

Sullivan takes steps to keep pretrial 
detainees safe from COVID-19 


NORTHAMPTON -— In light of the 
increasing threat that COVID-19 presents 
to those in the criminal justice system, 
Northwestern District Attorney David E. 
Sullivan and his staff have taken proactive 
measures to reduce the risk faced by pre- 
trial detainees held in local correctional 
facilities. 

The Northwestern District Attorney’s 
Office has commenced a review of all 
pending cases in Hampshire and Franklin 
County in which the defendant is held on 
bail, with the goal of identifying individu- 
als whose release would not endanger the 
lives and safety of the general public or 
pose a significant flight risk. 

Before the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic even reached this area, Northwestern 
prosecutors sought bail only in those 
few cases where it was deemed neces- 
sary to ensure the person’s appearance 
in court. Consequently, the number of 
criminal defendants held on bail in the 
Northwestern District is among the lowest 
in Massachusetts; and when accounting 
for defendants who have already been con- 
victed and are now serving sentences, the 
Northwestern District has one of the low- 
est incarceration rates, per capita, in the 
nation. 

When identifying pretrial detainees 
who may qualify for a bail reduction, the 
District Attorney’s Office is prioritizing: 
defendants whose bail is $5,000.00 cash 
or less, which covers the vast majority of 
non-violent crimes and misdemeanors; per- 
sons 60 or older, who may be at higher 
risk of illness; and persons whose health 
Or immune systems are compromised. 
Prosecutors have already identified several 


detainees who meet one or more of these 
criteria, and have begun discussing their 
cases with their defense attorneys. 

In addition to conducting this internal 
review, the District Attorney’s Office has 
encouraged the defense bar to contact the 
Office with requests to review specific 
cases, even if they do not necessarily meet 
the criteria set out above. While recogniz- 
ing that incarceration is a highly-restrictive 
environment, our local sheriffs are among 
the most progressive in the state (if not the 
nation) in providing a humane and healthy 
environment for those held on bail or serv- 
ing sentences. 

At the current time, the Northwestern 
District Attorney’s Office is not inclined to 
revisit the detention status of those defen- 
dants who the courts have deemed too dan- 
gerous to release pursuant to G.L. c. 276, 
§ 58A, or those defendants whose bail has 
been revoked based on their commission 
of a new offense while already out on bail 
or pretrial release. Although cognizant of 
the dangers posed by the current health 
crisis, prosecutors must also be mindful of 
the dangers that these individuals would 
pose to victims and public were they to be 
released. Sullivan is advocating for release 
of low-risk, non-violent inmates where 
appropriate, through the Department of 
Correction, local sheriffs, and the Parole 
Board. 

Sullivan looks forward to continuing his 
Office’s collaboration with all stakehold- 
ers in the criminal justice system to strike 
the right balance between protecting the 
health, safety and constitutional rights of 
the accused, with the duty to protect and 
serve the community at large.

ers have invented a portable 
surveillance device powered 
by machine learning — called 
FluSense — which can detect 
coughing and crowd size in real 
time, then analyze the data to 
directly monitor flu-like illnesses 
and influenza trends. 

The FluSense creators say 
the new edge-computing plat- 
form, envisioned for use in hos- 
pitals, healthcare waiting rooms 
and larger public spaces, may 
expand the arsenal of health 
surveillance tools used to fore- 
cast seasonal flu and other viral 
respiratory outbreaks, such as the 
COVID-19 pandemic or SARS. 

Models like these can be life- 
savers by directly 
informing the pub- 
lic health response 
during a flu epi- 
demic. These data 
sources can help 
determine the tim- 
ing for flu vac- 
cine campaigns, 
potential travel 
restrictions, the 
allocation of med- 
ical supplies and 
more. 

“This may 
allow us to pre- 
dict flu trends in a 
much more accu- 
rate manner,” says co-author 
Tauhidur Rahman, assistant pro- 
fessor of computer and informa- 
tion sciences, who advises Ph.D. 
student and lead author Forsad 
Al Hossain. Results of their 
FluSense study were published 
Wednesday in the Proceedings of 
the Association for Computing 
Machinery on Interactive, 
Mobile, Wearable and Ubiquitous 
Technologies. 

To give their invention a real- 
world tryout, the FluSense inven- 
tors partnered with Dr. George 
Corey, executive director of 
University Health Services; bio- 
Statistician Nicholas Reich, direc- 
tor of the UMass-based CDC 
Influenza Forecasting Center 
of Excellence; and epidemiolo- 
gist Andrew Lover, a vector-borne 
disease expert and assistant pro- 
fessor in the School of Public 
Health and Health Sciences. 

The FluSense platform process- 
es a low-cost microphone array 
and thermal imaging data with a

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Raspberry Pi and neural comput- 
ing engine. It stores no personal- 
ly identifiable information, such 
as speech data or distinguishing 
images. In Rahman’s Mosaic 
Lab, where computer scientists 
develop sensors to observe human 
health and behavior, the research- 
ers first developed a lab-based 
cough model. Then they trained 
the deep neural network classifier 
to draw bounding boxes on ther- 
mal images representing people, 
and then to count them. 

“Our main goal was to build 
predictive models at the pop- 
ulation level, not the individual 
level,’ Rahman said. 

They placed the FluSense 
devices, encased in a rectangular 
box about the size of a large dic- 
tionary, in four healthcare wait- 
ing rooms at UMass’s University 
Health Services clinic. 

From December 2018 to July 
2019, the FluSense platform col- 
lected and analyzed more than 
350,000 thermal images and 21 
million non-speech audio samples 
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from the public waiting areas. 

The researchers found that 
FluSense was able to accurately 
predict daily illness rates at the 
university clinic. Multiple and 
complementary sets of FluSense 
signals “strongly correlated” with 
laboratory-based testing for flu- 
like illnesses and influenza itself. 

According to the study, “the 
early symptom-related informa- 
tion captured by FluSense could 
provide valuable additional and 
complementary information 
to current influenza prediction 
efforts,’ such as the FluSight 
Network, which is a multidis- 
ciplinary consortium of flu 
forecasting teams, including 
the Reich Lab at UMass Amherst. 

“T’ve been interested in non- 
speech body sounds for a long 
time,” Rahman said. “I thought 
if we could capture coughing 
or sneezing sounds from public 
spaces where a lot of people natu- 
rally congregate, we could utilize 
this information as a new source 
of data for predicting epidemio- 
logic trends.” 

Al Hossain says FluSense 
is an example of the power of 
combining artificial intelligence 
with edge computing, the fron- 
tier-pushing trend that enables 
data to be gathered and analyzed 
right at the data’s source. ““We are

Dakin donates equipment 
to Baystate Medical Center 


SPRINGFIELD —- To help 
Baystate Medical Center in 
its efforts to curb the effects 
of COVID-19, Dakin Humane 
Society donated its in-house 
quantity of disposable surgical 
gowns and booties, along with 
other personal protective equip- 
ment (PPE). 

Dakin’s Director of Operations 
Karina King said the animal wel- 
fare organization saw “the news 
stories about the need for protec- 
tive equipment being faced by 
those in human health care, so we 
reached out to Baystate Medical 
Center because they’re local.” 

On Friday, March 20, sever- 
al cases of equipment were car- 
ried out of Dakin’s Springfield 
Adoption Center and loaded into 
a van and a trailer that brought 
the goods to Baystate. 

In addition to the gowns and 
booties, other items included 
nitrile examination gloves, sur- 
gical masks with attached face 
shields and caps. 

“We anticipated that human 
health workers would need these 
supplies soon, so we recently 
stopped using disposable items 


at Dakin and found alternative 
equipment including smocks 
that could be laundered and 
re-used instead of being dis- 
posed of,” King said. “It’s part 
of our responsibility as commu- 
nity members that when we have 
items that human health care 
workers need, we want to ensure 
that they have what they need to 
keep themselves, and us, healthy.” 

Dakin itself has felt the 
effects of the COVID-19 crisis 
and has restructured its staff to 
cover its most vital programs 
including adoptions, pet surren- 
ders and emergency pet own- 
er-requested euthanasia. While 
its two adoption centers are cur- 
rently closed to the public, peo- 
ple seeking these services can 
call Dakin at 413-781-4000 and 
staff will assist them. 

Dakin is a local non-profit 
organization that relies solely on 
contributions from individuals 
and businesses that care about 
animals to bring its services to 
the community.

Coronavirus 
is areal threat 


mericans don’t like being told what to do, and 
At: government’s been doing an awful lot of 
telling lately. 

Don’t eat out. Don’t send your kids to school. Don’t 
have a party. Don’t watch a parade. 

The past week has seen a massive upheaval in almost 
every aspect of almost every American’s life — home, 
work, recreation. None of it has been welcome. But — 
to repeat the phrase we all hated when we heard it as 
children from our parents, our doctors and our teachers 
— it’s for our own good. The point is to protect us from 
the coronavirus. 

COVID-19 quarantined an entire metropolis in 
China. 

It shut down essentially the whole country of Italy. 

COVID-19 is not a possibility or a far-off fear. It’s 
a real thing that has been killing thousands of people 
around the world. It’s here now, and the only way we 
can stop it is to keep it from jumping from person to 
person. And the only way to do that is to keep people 
away from people. 

A little skepticism about the claims made by pol- 
iticians is a healthy thing, especially when they’re 
trying to justify restrictions on freedom of movement 
and commerce. But this isn’t a good time to take a 
chance on the experts being wrong. Everyone in a 
position of power is saying the same thing — the coro- 
navirus 1s a real threat. Federal, state and local officials. 
Doctors and public health agencies. Business leaders. 
Politicians from both major parties. 

That the American death toll hasn’t yet reached the 
crisis levels of Italy or China is not a testament to 
some inherent superiority or hardiness of the American 
public. It’s merely a function of the fact that the corona- 
virus infected those countries earlier. Public health offi- 
cials aren’t responding to actual deaths on our shores. 
They’re looking at how the disease has spread in other 
countries and trying to stop it from spreading that way 
here. 

What can you do? 

* Practice good hygiene — wash hands frequently, 
cough into your sleeve rather than hand, disinfect fre- 
quently touched surfaces and items in the home. 

* Stay home. Work from home, learn from home, eat 
at home. Shop online and have items delivered. Read 
books and watch television rather than going out for 
entertainment. Don’t host or attend parties. 

* Limit contact between elderly people and young 
people. Senior citizens are especially susceptible to 
COVID-19, and children can carry the virus without 
showing any symptoms. 

* If you begin to experience a fever or flu-like symp- 
toms, call your doctor. 

Unfortunately, by the time symptoms appear, the 
patient has already been carrying — and spreading — 
the disease for as long as two weeks. Any of us could 
be infected right now and not realize it, so it’s import- 
ant that all of us work to halt its spread, whether we 
“feel sick” or not. 

The government is forcing some of these choices on 
us. Schools, senior centers and increasingly town halls 
are closed. Public gatherings of large numbers of peo- 
ple have been banned. Restaurants are closed for all but 
takeout and delivery. 

Some of these lifestyle changes are easy. Some are 
difficult. Some may even be annoying or burdensome. 

But every one of them is better than getting infect- 
ed. And every one of them is better than getting your 
grandparents, your parents or your elderly neighbors 
infected, too.

An open letter to the 
Hampshire County 
community: 


Please know that the Hampshire 
County Jail and House of Correction 
continues to work around the clock to 
help ensure the safety of our inmates 
and staff, and to protect the gener- 
al public from a possible outbreak of 
COVID-19. 

As of this writing (March 23rd), our 
screening procedures at the jail, which 
now include taking the temperature of 
everyone coming to our facility, have 
detected no suspected cases of corona- 
virus, either among staff or our inmate 
population. 

All visits to the jail have been sus- 
pended indefinitely — except for attor- 
neys and clergy, who will be allowed 
non-contact visits provided they pass 
our initial temperature screening. 

Until we are able to return to nor- 
mal visitation, each inmate, on a daily 
basis, will receive a phone card for a 
free 10-minute call. This is in addition 
to the regular phone service available 
for inmates. 

Also, in an effort to reduce crowding 
at the jail, my treatment, classification 
and security staff and I are working 
in conjunction with District Attorney 
David Sullivan’s Office in reviewing 
our current population, pre-trial and 
sentenced, especially those age 60 
and older, or have serious pre-existing

were often corralled by a black Labrador 
Retriever. 

How can chicken nuggets be relevant to 
today’s COVID-19 pandemic? 

Chicken nugget #1: On the neighbor- 
ing farm, hundreds of White Rock hen’s 
fertilized eggs were hen-house safe under 
a warm, encased, protected brooder, with 
warm lights on during incubation for 21 
days. Incubation develops growth and 
maturity both internally and externally. 
Food for thought: Being incubated at home 
can be a time of relational nurturing, per- 
sonal growth, and educational develop- 
ment. Incubation with students, spouses, 
and with seniors can bring intergenera- 
tional times of caring, sharing and safe 
keeping. 

Chicken nugget #2: On our small farm, 
one half-dozen Rhode Island Red setting 
hens found isolated places for nesting over 
their eggs. Brooding hens only leave their 
nest to eat once a day. They stayed in place. 
Only moving occasionally, covering their 
eggs to ensure constant warmth. Food for 
thought: When healthy isolation is protec- 
tive, with a specific purpose and focus-- it 
can yield dozens of eggs-cellent benefits. 

Chicken nugget #3- Laying hens, of all 
breeds, produce white or brown shelled 


Compost in the making 


e have all been spending a lot of 
time at home, and for good reason. 
It feels great to get caught up on 


all of the tasks around the house 
that have been put on the back 
burner. One of those jobs that 
I’ve been dreading is cleaning 
out the chicken coop. But alas, 
this past Saturday my oldest 
daughter and I got the job done. 
When faced with the challenge 
of what to do with the spent hay 
we had the perfect solution: start 
a compost pile! 

It’s easier than you might think 
to make your own compost. Most 
of us have an adequate amount of kitchen 
scraps and yard waste on hand to gener- 
ate enough for a small garden. There are 
numerous books on the subject that go into 
amazing detail on what to include and what 
not to include in your compost pile. Simply 
speaking, your goal is to combine nitro- 
gen-rich ingredients and carbon-rich ingredi- 
ents together so that they decompose to form 
compost. 

Think of yard waste and garden debris in 
terms of “green” for nitrogen and “brown” 
for carbon. Grass clippings, kitchen waste 
and freshly fallen leaves and weed plants 
(none with seeds, please) are considered

green, whereas pine needles, dried corn 
stalks and dried leaves are in the brown cat- 
egory. Make alternating layers of these ingre- 
dients to form a pile at least three 
feet tall by three feet wide. Add a 
shovel full of finished compost or 
garden soil to the pile every now 
and then to inoculate it with bene- 
ficial bacteria and fungi. 

Once you have completed the 
layering process you can either 
let it sit a year until next spring, 
called “lazy man’s compost,” or 
tend to it on a regular basis and 
end up with the finished product 
in a couple of months or less. This 
will involve watching the pile’s temperature 
and turning it when temperatures drop so that 
it heats up again and again until decomposi- 
tion is complete. At this stage, it should be 
dark in color and crumbly in texture and have 
an earthy, inoffensive odor. 

An annual addition of compost does 
wonders for the garden. Not only are you 
increasing its fertility, you are improving its 
structure. If your soil is on the sandy side, 
compost works to bind aggregates together 
to hold more moisture. Amazingly enough, 
it has the opposite effect on soils with a high 
clay content; they are better able to drain 
thanks to compost. There is even some evi- 


dence that plant diseases are reduced by its 
integration into the soil. 

Most experts agree that for an established 
garden, one-half to one inch of compost 
spread on the surface and mixed into the 
top few inches of soil, is all that is neces- 
sary to maintain status quo. I’ve had good 
luck incorporating a shovel full of compost, 
a sprinkling of lime and balanced organ- 
ic fertilizer into the planting hole for most 
vegetable transplants. Generally they require 
no additional fertilizers for the remainder 
of the growing season. For vegetables sown 
in place in the garden, just mix those same 
ingredients into the top couple of inches of 
soil prior to planting your seeds. Even peren- 
nial borders and shrub beds benefit from an 
application of compost. If you don’t have the 
time to scratch it into the soil, simply apply it 
to the surface around your plants and let the 
earthworms do the work for you!

Baystate Hospitals 
add further measures 
to visitor policy in 
wake of coronavirus 


SPRINGFIELD —- Baystate Health has 
announced an additional measure to its 
recently announced change in visitor poli- 
cy as it continues to take preemptive mea- 
sures to protect the health and safety of its 
patients, the community and its healthcare 
workers.

One person at a time for a hospice or end 
of life patient. 

One clergy member for an end of life 
patient. 

One caretaker for a completely depending 
patient. 

The policy is in effect at all Baystate 
Health hospitals, including Baystate Medical 
Center and Baystate Children’s Hospital 
in Springfield, Baystate Wing Hospital in 
Palmer, Baystate Franklin Medical Center in 
Greenfield and Baystate Noble Hospital in 
Westfield. 

Those meeting exceptions will be 
screened prior to visitation.

medical conditions. I have asked my staff 


to assess all possible options for release 
based on time to end of sentence, com- 
munity home plans — there are no beds 
available for those who do not have a home 
- and community safety, including victim 
safety. No one will be released until they 
receive an exit physical from our medical 
director, and until we are confident that 
they have a safe place to go, and are con- 
nected to community services as needed. 

These assessments are ongoing, but as 
of March 23, 12 individuals have met these 
criteria and have been released either on 
bail, electronic monitoring or to local hos- 
pitals because of pre-existing health con- 
ditions. 

Also, as of March 17, all new arriv- 
als to the jail will be quarantined in our 
Assessment Screening Unit for up to 
14 days, or until cleared by our medical 
department, before entering the jail’s gen- 
eral population. 

Given the number of inmates, and staff 
who pass through our facility on a daily 
basis, it is no exaggeration to say that the 
Hampshire Sheriff’s Office is a poten- 
tial vector for this virus. We can’t close, 
nor would we, and we will continue to be

part of the community. We are engaged 
in constant communication with staff and 
inmates about the virus and how to defend 
against it, as well as providing frequent 
updates to our state legislators and public 
health and safety officials, to our local 
media and to our Facebook page. We are 
also working on contingency plans for 
staffing, and have begun staggering meal 
times to reduce crowding in our dining 
hall. Prevention, clearly, is our best option. 
Containment is second best. 

The Sheriffs of the Commonwealth are 
communicating daily to reduce the spread 
of this virus and my staff and I are adapt- 
ing as best we can to the unknowns of 
COVID-19, as is everyone 

I believe that ongoing civic engagement 
is critical, even if we must do so at a dis- 
tance, and preserving our sense of commu- 
nity is vital during this time of uncertainty. 
We are all working toward the same goal 
— better, safer communities. In my 40 years 
as a corrections professional, this situation 
is unique, and will require all of us to help 
keep all of us safe. Please know that the 
Hampshire Sheriff’s Office is a steadfast 
ally in this effort.

now,” Slattery said. “In town, there is about 
60 percent of children in ages kindergar- 
ten through 12" grade that qualify to have 
a free or reduced lunch. In Belchertown 
schools only 26 percent of students qualify, 
but I think that is because of school choice.” 

The program is run out of Chestnut 
Community School, where meals are pre- 
pared in the kitchen, placed into brown 
paper bags, rolled out to a spot near the 
road where volunteers place them into cars. 

Slattery said she wanted the grab and go 
model to allow for continued social distanc- 
ing. 

“We don’t want people to congregate,” 
Slattery said. “The driver doesn’t leave their 
car, they take the meals and they go home.” 


volunteer are spending some of that time 
helping with the meals program. 

During this period, people are also 
advised to apply for the free or reduced 
meals program if they have experienced a 
change in income, according to Slattery. 

“We recommend people fill out the 
application now if they have experienced 
a change in their income,’ she said. “That 
way, if or when their child goes back to 
school they will have that benefit for the 
rest of the academic year. We don’t want 
people to have to worry about feeding their 
children — we can do that.” 

Slattery said, because of the current pan- 
demic and changes being made on a daily 
basis, guidance for the program changes 
frequently as well and hopes the communi- 
ty will continue to be flexible. 

“However, our priority is to provide safe

federal guidance and amended to reflect the needs of 
Massachusetts’ unique economy. While these businesses 
are designated as essential, they are urged to follow social 
distancing protocols for workers in accordance with guid- 
ance from the Department of Public Health. 

Businesses and organizations not on the list of essential 
services are encouraged to continue operations through 
remote means that do not require workers, customers, or 
the public to enter or appear at the brick-and-mortar prem- 
ises closed by the order. 

Restaurants, bars, and other establishments that sell food 
and beverage products to the public are encouraged to con- 
tinue to offer food for take-out and by delivery if they fol- 
low the social distancing protocols set forth in Department 
of Public Health guidance. On-premises consumption of 
food or drink is prohibited. 

Due to evolving spread of COVID-19 in Massachusetts, 
Governor Baker has directed the Department of Public 
Health to issue a stay at home advisory outlining self-isola- 
tion and social distancing protocols. Residents are advised 
to stay home and avoid unnecessary travel and other 
unnecessary activities during this two-week time period. 


Residents over 70 years of age or with underlying health 
conditions, who are considered at high risk when exposed 
to COVID-19, should limit social interactions with other 
people as much as possible. 

The Baker-Polito Administration does not believe 
Massachusetts residents can be confined to their homes 
and does not support home confinement for public health 
reasons. 

The Baker-Polito Administration Order also limits gath- 
erings to 10 people during the state of emergency, a reduc- 
tion from the 25-person limit established in an earlier 
order. 

This includes community, civic, public, leisure, faith- 
based events, and any similar event or activity that brings 
together more than 10 persons in any confined indoor or 
outdoor space. The order does not prohibit gatherings of 
more than 10 people in an outdoor space, like a park or 
athletic field. 

Intrastate waste and recycling collection and disposal 
will continue uninterrupted during the COVID-19 emer- 
gency. 

Due to the essential nature of these services and antici- 
pated impacts due to the COVID-19 outbreak, the admin- 
istration issuance of an emergency order which provides

Statewide student essay competition 
commemorates Mayflower anniversary 


BOSTON — Four hundred years 
ago the Mayflower landed on the 
shores of what would later be known 
as Massachusetts, forever changing 
the course of history of four nations: 
America, England, the Netherlands, and 
the Wampanoag. American Ancestors— 
also known as New England Historic 
Genealogical Society —a national 
family history organization headquar- 
tered in Boston and one of the groups 
leading activities to commemorate the 
quadricentennial of the landing of the 
Mayflower, has announced a statewide 
student competition in Massachusetts to 
honor the story of the Pilgrims and of 
the native Wampanoag people. The 2020 
American Ancestors Young Historians 
Essay Contest asks students to explore 
how this 400-year old history relates to 
our national, familial, and/or personal 
stories and identities. 

Open to students currently enrolled in 
grades 5-12 in public, private, and paro- 
chial schools, and those in home-study 
programs across the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the contest asks par- 
ticipants to address one of three topics: 
How is the story of the Mayflower still 
relevant today?; How does your fami- 
ly’s journey to America compare to the 
journey of the Pilgrims in 1620?; and as 
a native student, what does your tribal 
history mean to you? 

American Ancestor’s Director of 
Education Ginevra Morse described the 


statewide competition as an opportu- 
nity to honor the story of the Pilgrims 
and of the native Wampanoag people. 
“Their stories, collectively and individu- 
ally, embody the triumphs and tragedies 
of life in early New England and in the 
country itself. These stories are still rele- 
vant today.” 

“Involving some of the youngest minds 
in a process of reflection upon this his- 
toric event will lead to new insights and 
understanding for historians of all ages. 
We’re delighted to offer an opportuni- 
ty for Massachusetts students to inter- 
pret and express the significance of the 
Mayflower voyage in their own words. 
We have no doubt that it will be revealing 
for many of us,” she added. 

A panel of judges will announce win- 
ners of the 2020 American Ancestors 
Young Historians Essay Contest in early 
August 2020. Cash prizes will be award- 
ed to six winners; three winners will be 
selected from grades 5—8 and receive 
$500 each and another three winners 
will be selected from grades 9—12 and 
receive $750 each. All winners will be 
invited to present part of their essay at 
special events in Boston, Massachusetts, 
commemorating the Mayflower 400 year. 

The deadline for essay submissions 
is June 10, 2020. Submission guide- 
lines may be found at https://mayflower.

Many Massachusetts 
banks also have excess insur- 
ance to protect your funds.” 
Consumers needing access to 
banking services should check 
with their institution, as many 
banks have closed branch lobbies, 
reduced hours or shifted to drive- 
through only at some locations in 
an effort to protect their customers 
and employees, the MBA advises. 
However, bank staff are available to 
serve customers and answer ques- 
tions. In addition, access to funds 
through online and mobile banking, 
ATMs and at point of sale transac- 
tions remains available during this 
time.

an William H. McNeill first 

offered a pathbreaking view 
of the past, present and future of 
society. Our trajectories as tribes, 
villages, cities, empires and 
nation-states have been, and con- 
tinue to be, deeply intertwined 
with the parasites that find suste- 
nance and thrive inside our bod- 
1es. 

No account of our past, no 
evaluation of our present, and no 
forecast of the future would be 
complete without weighing the 
role bacteria, viruses and other 
microscopic organisms have 
played in shaping, constraining, 
limiting and sometimes radically 
challenging our fate. 

The arrival of Europeans in the 
Americas and the colonization of 
the hemisphere is one of the most 
well-known examples. 

Within a few decades, a still 
economically and socially pre- 
carious group of European 
societies came to successfully 
conquer a continent and, subse- 
quently, reemerged as superpow- 
ers competing over global dom- 
ination. In the process, however, 
tens of millions of indigenous 
peoples throughout the Americas 
faced demographic obliteration 
— some as the result of violence, 
most as the result of European 
diseases that used the bodies of 
conquistadors as their vectors. 

Smallpox and other infec- 
tions framed a global geopoliti- 
cal order that lasted almost four 


|: 1978, prominent histori- 





centuries. Such an order centered 
Europe, first, and the United 
States, later on, as epicenters of 
unseen dynamics of mobility 
and circulation. Inside galleons 
and other vessels, white mer- 
chants brought African peoples 
as Slaves to the Americas, carried 
Caribbean sugar back to Europe 
and Andean and Mexican silver 
to China, made substantial profits 
at the expense of misery and suf- 
fering, and ultimately contoured 
the profile of modern capitalism. 

Predation and pillage lied 
at the core of this newly mint- 
ed economic system. Human 
trafficking, biodiversity degra- 
dation, pollution and contami- 
nation became the correlates of 
widely celebrated discourses and 
narratives of political and mate- 
rial progress. In the meantime, 
African mosquitoes transported 
along with enslaved African peo- 
ples brought Genus Flavivirus 
and Plasmodium malariae, yel- 
low fever and malaria, transform- 
ing a space of profit into a realm 
of disease. When Americans, 
Haitians, Cubans and others 
launched their revolutions against 
European domination, both yel- 
low fever and malaria played a 
critical role decimating imperi- 
al armies and leaving immune 
revolutionary troops nearly 
untouched. 

Viruses and parasites, once 
again, set the global geopoliti- 
cal scene in the dawn of the 20th 
century, aiding the rise of nation- 
states throughout the American 
hemisphere. Economically 
decaying imperial powers entered

A Parasitic Tale 


the Great War in 1914 and 
brought nearly the entire world to 
contact through conflict dynam- 
ics. As devastating as the war 
was, producing approximately 40 
million casualties, the worst hap- 
pened when dispatched peoples 
returned home. 

An HINI1 influenza virus, 
sometimes wrongfully called 
Spanish influenza, traveled 
throughout the world with return- 
ing troops and infected 500 mil- 
lion people — a third of the world 
population at the time — killing 
10 percent of them. The work- 
ing-class youth were the prima- 
ry victims of this virus, being 
exposed to unsanitary conditions 
in the midst of postwar eco- 
nomic contractions. The great- 
est pandemic in recent history 
transformed the world in years 
and decades to come, showing 
the vulnerability of all peoples 
to diseases regardless of their 
economic condition, shrinking 
the global economically active 
population, leaving hundreds of 
thousands of orphans behind, and 
perhaps setting the conditions 
for the 1920s baby boom and the 
Great Depression. 

Throughout the rest of the cen- 
tury, other pandemics threatened 
society, often locally but some- 
times triggering global concern: 
the 1957 H2N2 pandemic, the 
1968 flu pandemic, the 1997- 
1999 avian flu, the 2003 SARS 
pandemic, and the 2009 swine flu 
pandemic, to name a few. 

The periodic return of pandem- 
ics nourishes from geopolitical 
orders and institutional frame-

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works that propel circulations, 
promote exposures, enhance vul- 
nerabilities, and increase mortal- 
ity. Eventually, these pandemics 
also set the course for the demise 
of those orders and frameworks. 

Some observers have claimed, 
over the past few months, weeks 
and days, that we are facing an 
unprecedented health crisis in our 
history. 

The previous lines suggest oth- 
erwise. 

The rise and spread of 
COVID-19, the infamous coro- 
navirus, is just another episode 
in our parasitic history. While 
the immediate emergency is san- 
itary, the larger crisis is econom- 
ic, political, social and cultural. 
COVID-19 emerges and feeds 
from an economic system that 
naturalizes inequalities, a polit- 
ical order that enforces border- 
lines, a social organization that 
celebrates individualism, and a 
cultural lifestyle that worships 
growth and consumption. All 
these began to materialize hun- 
dreds of years, all feel today 
unquestionably expired. Isolation 
and social distancing as solidarity 
practices are saving the many but 
they are also revealing the most 
grotesque aspects of nation-states 
and capitalism. Empires subdued 
to disease — sooner or later so 
will nation-states, so will capi- 
talism.
